‘The teachers employed in the several schools in town have generally 
been competent for and faithful in the work assigned them. heir suc- 
cess has been modified by local as well as general factors that retard the 
progress of many schools. Absence is a factor that interferes with class 
work of the school, as well as the standing and progress of the pupil not 
present. ‘T'ardiness also on the part of afew scholars has been quite 
common. This is to be regretted and the parent should see that it is 
corrected. 

Physiology has been taught in the schools with special reference to 
the nature and effect of alcoholic drinks, tobacco and other narcotics upon 
the human system. Vocal music has been practiced in a portion of the 
schools with good effect upon the interest and harmony of the pupils 
therein. Drawing also has been used with good results in stimulating 
the desire to excel as well as improving the finer faculties of the mind. 

It is only when pupils become active, vigorous co-operators with 
their teacher, working out their own distinction, that the best results 
are attained. How important then that all dissensions are laid aside and 
committee, teacher, pupils and parents co-operate in raising the standard 
of the common schools, the foundation and bulwark of our republican 
form of government. 

Your committee has labored conscientiously for the best interest 
aud advancement of the schools under their charge. ‘They desire to 
return thanks to the many friends, parents, teachers and pupils that 
have seconded and aided them in their work.
